Mr. Lioy¢ George continued that. militarily, Germany was 
broken and ir the dust with hardly enouch forces to maintain inter 

eat order. The Navy had been ‘entirely destroyed, Germany bad 
aiteady paid £300,000,000. There had beer three recalutions in 
Germany, and the Government still had difficulties. Toe Committe 
on Guarantees had reported tha: Germany had not done badly. It 
was easential ta take account of the fall of the mark. He bad no 
dearra to get Germany off any payments she was able to make; it 
was ooly a question of methods.

; French Premier’s Indictment of Germany. ; 
Later. 

MW. Poincare contended! that the clauses in the Treaty were being 
jess and less execoted by Germany. Germany's measures as regards 
tha trialof war criminals were most inadequate,German disarmament 
was unsatisfactory, Germany bad made alt kinds of dificalties over 
reparations, and that Germany's assessment had been constautly re- 
duced, France getting nothiog at all.” She (France) hed paid eighty 
miiliards of francs for -econstruction which should have been paid 
by Germans, resulting in a most critical situation in France, who 
was not Imperialistic, but eager for the reconstraction of Europe. 
France did not desire to dea} unfarriy with Germany. France hal 
not reduced her armaments, because she was not satishied with the 
suarantees for her security, and sie was convinced that any further 
taxation efforts on the part of France were impossible. Germany's 
position was entirely her own fault; ste had recklessly expended 
money on railways and waterways subsidies. 

Mf. Poincare added that-Germany had inflated her currency 
without ssruple. France's view was .thate moratorium should not 
ho granted’unless on production of guaranteas. 

Mr. Lloyd George admitted thas France had avffered more 
grievously than any nation except Russia but bo recalled the British 
and Fralian losses. He also cited statistics of New York banks show- 
ing France’s..war costs as thirty seven and abalf milliard dollars, 
Britein’s as. forty nine milliard: dollars ‘and Italy's “as 
fourteen and a half milliard dollars. Here was claim 
for Reparations 25 great as Fraace’s, even taking 
the devaxtated regions into consideration. Britain had also 

‘raised three milliards by taxation during the war, Our trade had 
been complately devastated and the whole population of the devasta- 
ed regions in France was only equal in aumber to the British ua- 
employed who had to be supported from the Exchequer. ‘ 

Mr. Lloyd George. teferring to disarmament, said thet Gormany 
bad surrendered 33,478 guns, 38,000,000 loaded shells, over 11,000 
trench mortars, $7,000 machineguns and 4,500,000 small arms, etc. 
She could not have the material to plaot a military surprise on the 
‘Allies and it was well-nigh impossible to manufacture munitions 
secretly. He urged the Allies to continue to act with unanimity. 

Signor Schanzer said that Italy's taxation was 69 times the 
pre-war figure and she also bad » heavy debt.

THE SWATOW DISASTER. 


* PATE OF EGCAL BOATS. 


Assistance By Hongkong Government. 


Ae later reports come to hand, 
the Swatow disaster takea on 80 
aven more eppelling aspect. The 
casualty List is still a matter of 
conjecture, though estimates Ko 
as high as 30,000. One of our 
morning contemporaries stated 
to-day that 28,000 bodies had al- 


‘lready been recovered, bat there 


ie nothing definite to hand to 
substantiate that high figure. If 
the exact toll of lite is as yet un- 
certain there is no uncertainty 
about the sorrows and anxieties 
of the living, News was 
brought by the officers’ af the 
g9, Weisang yesterday that, 
conditions ashore are growing 
worse every day snd that the 
town is threatened with plague] 
and other dseases owing to the 
inability of ‘the people and 
autborities to disposa bf the dead. 
Corpses have been collected and, 
pending the making of coffins, 
bave bgeo piled high in the court 
yard of the town's Principal joss 


house where they are decaying. 


fhe stench-in-the townis. gram 
ing worse, and worse and, unless 
very prompt action is taken, the 
Hsing will be overtakeo by an 
outbreak of disease. The autbor- 
ities areatruggling to cope with 
things. but the extear ofthe work 
\to be done ia too wast to admit of 
(very effective action. . 
In addition to the abore 
terrible conditionof things mat- 
tes are woxda worse owicy tothe 
scarcity of fi: drinking water aad 
also a food shortage. Regarding 
the latter, matters should soon 
improve owing to the food which 
has been sent up from Hongkong.

areal problem which only time 


bean solve. There is no vehicular. 


trafic of any kind and com- 
munications with the outlying 
districts of the town are still very 
much interfered with. 


It now transpires that it was 
the-huge tidal wave which swapt 
the town from end to end 
and which penetrated far 
inland which caused so great 
aloss of life and damage to prop- 
erty...
